poskible. Alderman Shubert's ldea Is a
practical one and will be popular with
Council Blufs laxpidyers and the farmers In
the western part of the county. His plag
is to uxe nll of the road tax realized from
the county levy for road purposes on cliy
property In the construction of permavent
highways outside of town. The total couuly
levy for all purposes amounis to a
over $5,000.000. Of this sum Council Bluils
elty property is assesscd over $5,000,000, or
nearly three-fourths of the entire amount.
The rvoad tax levied hy the county board
upon Council Biuffs clty property smounts
to between 220,000 and $30,000 each year,
This large sum goed 1o defruy the expensge
of desultory roud working all over the
county.  The rond stperyidors get o few
farmers logether twice g veur, plow up the
romds, ] 1o a4 few washouts nml holes, cul
dewn 4 hill or two and do w lot of tem-
porary work that has to be a#ll done over
again when the road working sepgon again
arvives. Bhubert’s jdea Is that the board
shonld expend the road tax collected from
clty property cowners in a way that would
he of permanent benefit to all and of direc)
benefit (o the people who pay it. It should
be. expended In the construction of per-
mwanent roads, of macadam or brick. The
only benefit that Council Bluffs has ever
recelved from the vast amount of money its
eitizens have pald into this fund will be
found In the macadam work that s now bes
ing done on Lower Broadway, where £6,000
of last year's fund appropriated by, the
eounty board s being expended under the
jolnt directlon of the county supervisors
and the city council, Taking this work as
an example Shubert argues that five or
alx miles of permancnt roadwuys leading
In all directions from the olty can be bullt
each yenr, In a ghoet time every main road

within ten miles of town ean be trans-
formed Into n permanent higlway, over
which the heaviest loads can be hauled fn

all kinds of weather;

It is ta be expected that the scheme w'll
meet constderable opoosition lu the board of
aupervisors, whose members will be obliged
to fight the scheme o obpdionee to the de-
mands of thelr couniry onnatituents, who
dwnnot, or will not, understand i's necessity
or Importance. The <ty counctl can only
recommend such a course and do mission-
ary work among che people of the countey.

A plan i under copsiderat’an that may
hring about a consmmmation ¢f the coun-
cil’s hope In another way that will permit
some permanent road making to be dono
this year. It is proposed 1o 2eoive the adop-
tlon In the code at the precent extra ses-

County and clty englneers estimate that
epough money has been expended In Potta-
wattamle county since 1ts organization to
have bullt permanent macadem or vitrified
brick roadways over all of the chief high-
ways in the county. All of the vast sums
of money uscd hayve been practically wasted,
for the romnds ure In no better eondition
than they were when the first furrow was
turned In the virgin soil, In many ploees
they are worse than they were [a plonecs

davs, but in others thers has hosa scipe
permanent gailn in the reduction of hills
and eaging of grades.
